A meeting in the interests of the 
Wheat Pool was held in Berscht’s 
hall on Tuesday afternoon, at 
which R. A. McPhergon, a director 
of the selling agency of the Western 
Pool, gave a very lengthy but in- 
teresting address. 

Dave Irwin occupied the chair 
and introduced the speaker to the 
meeting, the attendance at which 
numbered about fifty of our repre- 
sentative farmers. 

Mr. McPherson, in epeaking to 
those present, went very fully into 
almost every phase of the work con- 
nected with their organization. |'¢ 
dwelt upon the various grades al- 
lowed, buying and selling, handling 
in transit, and methods employed 
in dealing with the various elevator 
companies buying pool wheat. Th« 
speaker emphasized the fact of the 
Alberta Pool having thirty-eight 
thousand members, covering thre: 
million, six hundred and fifty 
acres. They now had forty-tw 
line elevators, and had definitely 
decided to build one hundred more 
this year, one of which would be 
erected at Didsbury. The Pool had 
obtained a lease on the big govern- 
ment terminal at Prince Rupert ai 
$100.00 rental for the year. 

In three years the Alberta Poo) 
has handled over one hundred and 
three million} bushels\of wheat. 
Seventy-five nuillion bushels have 
been shipped be way of Vancouver 
involving the loading of two hun- 
dred and fifty ships. Mr. McPher- 
son stated further that the port cf 
Vancouver has benefited to the ex- 
tent of one million, two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, a sum 
which represents an outlay made 
by the Pool in the weetern route. 

Replying to one of those presen! 
regarding a delay in settlement o1 
a consignment made through on 
of the Didsbury elevators. the 
speaker stated that the elevators at 
the head of the lakes are congested 
with grain at the present time. 
There arc several thousand cars 
standing on the track waiting to he 
unloaded. Due to necessity of un-

The Pool office takes only about 
two hours to issue the initial pay- 
ment on car load grain after recciv- 
ing the terminal warehouse receipt 
from the compary which ships the 
grain. Any delay in fowarding the 
initial payment is, therefore, due to 
tbe difficulties attached to unload- 
ing grain at the terminal and in no 
case can the Pool be heid respon- 
sible as it must receive the ware- 
house receipts (which are not is- 
sued until the grain is uuloaded) 
before issuing payment.
